Before the assombling of the Assembly 
y-sleiiluy morning we, in company with 
C' lonel Df 'ull, the gentlemanly and 
penial Door >;eepor of the Senate, paid a 
short visit to the Penitentiary, located 
here; and as we were highly enterUined 
therewith we have thought that a few 
items gleaned in our rounds might prove 
of interest to your readers, especially 
since the aforesaid Assembly "just won't” 
ruruikh any of greater importance. Re- 
ceiving an introduction to Captain Harry 
I. Todd, the preeent able Warden of that 
institution, we were readily granted the 
freedom of the premises and availed our- 
selves of the piivilegp to the fullest ex- 
tent. 

On entering the prison-yard the first 
object that arrests our attention is a hand- 
some new two-story building situated 
nearly in the center of the yard, aod are 
informed that its lower story is the eating- 
room ot the prisoners, whilst the upper ia 
used as a chapel. Beyond this aud to 
the left of it as yon enter is the long three- 
story, greatly-improved, and recently tin- 
isbed bagging establishment. Visiting a 
number of cells we found them all nicely 
whitewashed aud nicely swept — furnished 
with a low liedstead, upon which are 
placed mattresses of hair, clean sheets, a 
sufficiency of warm, comfortable bed- 
clothing, aud presenting in toto an air of 
neatness and comfort that surprised us, 
especially since we were assured that any 
one cell was an exact counterpart of all 
the rest. We are indebted to l>r. U. W.

ADDRESS TO IHE IM'lUl'LE OE AL- 
ABAMA. 

The undersigned, members of the Cun- 
vemiou assemuied at Montgomery, Ala- 
l/aiua, under the acts of Congress known 
as tbe lecoDctruciioii acts, were sincerely 
desirous of settling tbe institutions of our 
Slate upon such a oasis as would secure 
the rights of ail men under the law and 
contribute to the peace and perjictual 
L'liion of tbe States. But we felt eon- 
stiaiued to protest agaiust the Constitution 
adopted by the Coiivention, and unite iu 
declaring our deliberate conviction that * 
no dangers threaten our people which can 
be compared to those certain evils which 
will be entailed upon us by a Government I 
framed upon such a Constitution. | 

The Repablican party was organized in j 
Alabama upon the basis of tbe co-opera- , 
tion of all who were willing to unite in i 
the reconstruction of tbe State Govern- 
ment, iu pursuance of the requirements 
of the military bill and supplements, 
known as the reconstruction acts. 

All were received who were willing to 
cc-operale in carrying them into effect — 
those who believed them to be harsh, ty- 
rannical, and unconstitutional, but who 
were willing to submit to them rather 
than by further resistance to incur great- 
er dangers with which we were then men- 
aced, as well as those few of the white 
population of our Slate who regarded 
them as just, or necessary measures. 

The cliief reqnirements of the recon- 
struction acts were: 

1st. The enactmert in the fundamental 
laws of the States lately in rebellion of a 
system of impartial suffrage. 

2d. The adoption by those States of the 
constitutional amendment proposed by i 
Congress. 

Nothing could have been demanded to | 
which so few of the white inhabitants of 
the Southern States could give their volun- 
tary assent as the proposed system ot uni- 
versal suffrage. We venture to say that 
of those whose birth or residence at the | 
South enable them to form a proper judg- 
ment of the fitness of the colored popula- 
tion, at this time, to participate equally 
with the whites in tbe Government of the 
country, not one in a huDu'cd will fail to 
cuudemn the proposed plan of universal 
suffrage as a most dangerous experiment. 
It wasaniversal'y consider I to have 'oeen 
imposed as a condition of reconstruction, 
partly as a punishment to the white race 
of the South, tor their general complicity 
in the rebellion, and partly upon the mis- 
taken idea that it was neceisari/ in order 
toifccure the jttipeliiity q/ the L’nion. 

Ihe constitutional amendment was also 
extremely distasteful to ug, as it deprived 
the people of the South of the services of 
its most experienced aud trusted men, in 
the conduct of the government 

But tbe dangers which threatened us 
were so imminent, we were so firmly per- 
I uailed that with or without our assistance, 
the CoDgressional plan of reconstruction' 
would be carried Into effect, that many ot' 
our best men, hoping to secure such of the 
blessings of good government, as seemed 
attainable under the system, united them- 
selves with tbe Republican party, and were 
encouraged and sustained, by thousands 
of others who did not formally attach 
themselves to it. 

They were cheered by the hope that the 
expe-ience of the whites in the arts of 
government, their superior education, and 
the just weight, which the possession of 
tbe chief part of the property of the coun- 
try gives to the proprietors of the soil, 
would secure to the white inhabitants a 
legitimate iiifluente over the newly en- 
Iraiichised class which would be so exer- 
cised a* to guard against the apparent 
dnrgers of universal suffrage. 

Rat the constitution adopted by the con- 
vention violates the conditions of the for- 
mation of tbe Republican party in Ala- 
bama, by transcending the requirements 
of the reconstruction acts, and adding 
features of proscription aud disl'ranchise- 
neut, not found in those mea.sures. The 
recenstruction acts provide that, by the 
constitution to be framed, the Etertiee 
/’roHc/iise shall be secured to, and enjoyed 
by, nil who are permitted to register 
and tote 'oy those acts, the Constitution 
limits the elective frawhise to such of 
that class, as are willing to accept the 
theory of the majority in the Convention, 
that the eleclice Jranehise is a natural 
right, and to seal their faith by an oath. 
Again, chcIi elector is required to swear 
never to alter his politmal condnet, even 
if bis political views should undergo a 
thatpge — the constitution provides a mode 
fur i's amendment, but each elector must 
swear that he will never seek to exercise 
that constitutional right, in a certain 
direction. 

The evils of unirersal suffrage may be- 
come intolerable, but he must swear that 
he will eudure them, without even a peace- 
ful and oousiitutioual effort at ameliora- 
tion. 

Tbe constitutional amendment appears 
to have received the indorsement of the 
popular voice in tbe Northern States, but 
the reconstruction acts, in so far as they 
gohejoudtbe demands of tbe constitu- 
lionnl amendment, were not snbmitted to 
the people before their enactment, and 
have not been directly acted on by them 
since. 

Rut a mjre generous and liberal senti- 
nieiis has been evinced bv the People of 
the Xortk, in the recent elections. They 
indicate clearly, that they are rtsolced 
tl at the power of their Gocernment shall 
nit be directed to the abasement and deg 
radationof the white population of the 
Southern land, and that they will not sen- 
tence a cbiralriu and generous people, to 
be the servants oj their former states, 
eren as a punishment for rebellion. They 
have been aroused to the conviction, that 
tl eir own progress will be defeat'd, and 
ricil liberty Jor themselves will be Sudan- 
;,ered by the continued exercise of a pro- 
consnJar rule, maintained by force, over 
an impovei ishtd and ruined tieople. The 
proud conquerors are unwilling, after so 
mighty a contest, to surrender that Cuion, 
the love of which nerved every arm and 
inspired every heart in the darkest hours 
of their struggle. 

Tbe Southern people admit the thor- 
oughness of the conquest— they trust in 
the magnanimity of that terrible power, 
which has overcome their heroic resist- 
ance, and they appeal lo that tribunal, 
which is the court of the last resort, in all 
llepvblics — the people. It can neither be 
coriupted or intimidated; from its ap- 
proval, all laws in this Republic derive 
their force, aud against ils veto no congres- 
sional maiority cau prevail — to that ijreat 
and magnanimous people of the North 
the South iu this her hour of need ap- 
peals. 

But the chief reason which leads us to 
conclude that no hope of good government 
for our State under the Constitution 
framed by the Convention can be indulged 
is that a close observation of the cyiirse 
of the Cot vention has demonstrated to 
us that under the proposed system of 
uiiiversnl' setfrage the political p-iwer ef 
the hlaeks is coveted by a set of political 
auve-nturers, having no interest in com- 
mon with our oeople, as a weapon of 
ofl'ence, to be wielded by them lo accom- 
plish their own selfish schemes of personal 
aggraudizeuient, aud that this race will 
teaiiiiy kuneiider itself to tbe acts and 
inlrigues of such designing knaves as will 
Hatter their vanity and encourage them 
in a jealous bate oi the white inhabitants 
of the .Stale
